SOUTH 
2nd Instalment; 


‘“‘Northern teams 
regard it as a great 
challenge,’ says Jimmy 
Hill, “when they clash 
with a Southern team on 
their own ground. It’s 
like a gauntlet being 
thrown down. It’s a battle 
for supremacy, oddly 
though, it’s a battle that 
the South do not appear to 
appreciate is being 
fought. London clubs in 
particular do not seem to 
recognise this Northern 
fetish of victory over the 
South.” 

Professional soccer 
was born in the North and 
records point to an 
overwhelming superior- 
ity; and dominance of 
Northern clubs. In recent 
years only the great 
Spurs team of the late 50s 
and early ’60s has 
seriously challenged the 
Northern supremacy in 
the League. 

Indeed the South | can 


proudly point to the fact 
that Spurs are the only 
club this century to bring 
off that elusive soccer 
“GRAND SLAM”. — the 
League and Cup double. 

With equal pride the 
South can lay claim to 
showing the rest of 
Britain the road to suc- 
cess in Europe: Spurs and 
West Ham being the only 
British clubs to win a top 
European tournament. 

But apart from these 
successes the Northern 
clubs have dominated the 
recent domestic Soccer 
Scene. z 

Why do the Northern 
players do so well? Two 
words from Joe Mercer — 
a great favourite in his 
playing days with Ar- 
senal, provide the an- 
swer: ‘‘Better com- 
petitors’”. Says Mercer: 
“Northern players, 
brought up in a harder 
atmosphere, are much 
more determined to 
succeed than their 
Southern counterparts. 
When a Northern club like 
Liverpool goes to London 
it’s a nice social 
engagement; when a 
London club goes up to 
Merseyside it’s a battle 
royal.” 

Tremendous support 
from fans, better com- 
petitors — these are the 
two basic reasons, it 
seems. And these two 
points were also echoed to 
the full by Matt Busby 
and Vic Buckingham. 

Billy Gray, the man 
who guided Millwall from 
the Fourth Division to the 
Second in successive 
seasons, and who has 
played for Burnley, Notts 
Forest and Chelsea in his 
day says, ‘Northern 
players go out to win. In 
the South, the attitude is: 
“It’s only a game’. 

“Although players in 
the Third and Fourth 
Divisions in the South are 
often paid more than their 
Northern colleagues it is 
from the North that I 
have noticed the greater 
dedication and effort by 
Footballers. They have a 
completely different 
outlook on soccer.”

-I know that one series 
was shown on T.V. in 
Melbourne at an un- 
suitable hour, but nothing 
has been heard of it since.

proach should be made by 
the Soccer Federation to 
retain these films for use 
in educating the future 
generation of soccer 
stars.

Ob- 
viously, no penalty kick 
should be aimed at the 
centre of the goal — that 
territory belongs to the 
keeper. Place a stick two 
yards in from each 


-goalpost — and aim. for 


the gap between stick and 
post. If you can get the 
ball in that space, you 
should score every time. 
A penalty kick should. 
mean a‘goal. So get to it, 
you penalty-takers Junior 
AND Senior, it’s practice 
makes perfect.”

The world record gate 
for any match occurred 
on July 1, 1950 at the 
World Cup Final when 
Brazil played Uruguay at 
Rio de Janeiro — 199,854. 
The British record of 
149,547 dates back to the

The record for F.A. Cup 
wins is 7 by Aston Villa 
out of 9 final ap- 
pearances. One other club 
has appeared 10 times —

scorer in the history of 
British first-class football 
was Jimmy McGrory of 
Glasgow Celtic. He 
scored 550 goals from 1922 


to 1938. His total of 410 


goals in League matches 
was surpassed by George

goals.

Club officials burn the 
midnight oil figuring 
ways of raising cash to 
pay their players. 


Surely players are 
entertainers and should 
be paid according to their 
spectator drawing power. 
On that basis, few would 
receive more than $10 per 
week. 

In fact, if they were in 
the normal stream of 
commercial business, 
many would be retren- 
ched. 

Back to this claim to 
professionalism. 

Ask any referee who 
does the State League as 
well as the Met, which has 
the more professional 
approach.

The casual follower, the 
floating watcher of soccer 
matches no longer goes to 
grounds -that can’t 
provide him with a cer- 
tain degree of comfort.

After all, 
Mr. Brown and Mr. 
O’Hara are telling us so. 
Women aren’t physically 
equipped, according to 
Mr. O’Hara. Well, that’s 
an awful lot of ill 
equipped women enjoying 
the sport. Or could it be 
that these girls have 
acquired the fitness, skill 
and ability to actually 


‘play soccer? 


Could anybody in his 
right mind honestly 
believe that a girl would 
deliberately stake her 
feminity, or for that 
matter hundreds of 
thousands of girls all over 
the world? 

Victoria’s top women 
player, Hazal Donovan of 


Green Gully, loses 
nothing of her 
gracefulness when she 


moves elegantly over the 
football field, and I could 
cite many more exam- 
ples. 

What makes soccer less 
suitable for women than — 
hockey, basketball or 
athletics goes beyond my 
comprehension. 
“*Grotesque ap- 
pearances”, as O’Hara 
likes to bill it, when 
SGastling and falling for 
the quest 0 ; 
the order of the day in any 
of those sports men- ~ 
tioned, regardless of men 
or women playing. 

Everybody is entitled to 
his opinion, ~ . but 
sometimes it is advisable © 
to keep an opinion for 


“oneself. If Messrs. Brown 


and O’Hara deem women 
unsuitable to play soccer 
it doesn’t logically follow 
that anybody else in our 
community represents 
similar viewpoints. Pity 


only that so many 
prospective players and 
supporters are com- 


pletely misled and even 
turned away from the 
sport by unqualified and 
primitive statements of 
the above description. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation for one has 
seen the light and is 
giving the Victorian 
Women’s Association all 
the help it can. For- 
tunately, those sup- 
porting the girls are by 
far the majority, and 
“knockers” only isolated 
cases.

He 
finds out that his side 
drew with Ringwood, and 
when checking the table 
he notices South 
Melbourne right on top 
and his team close to the 


bottom. 

To check on the final 
positions after the 
complete round of 


matches both Saturday 
and Sunday our friend 
gets himself a copy of the 
AGE on Monday mor- 
ning. Again he goes 
through all the results 
and to his disbelief he 
reads that Mooroolbark 
didn’t draw with 
Ringwood as he had 
learnt the day earlier, but 
the opposition was in fact 
a team called 
Wilhelmina. Puzzled the 
good man goes a step 
further to, check the 
tables, but what con- 


fusion. Only four of the ¥ 


teams he saw in the 
Sunday Press are in the 
AGE table. All the rest 
are strange foreign 
sounding names. 

The same night over a 
glass of beer the utterly 

; Mooroolbark 
supporter gets 
straight from his mate 
who introduced him to the 
game. Okay, he now 
knows that Hellas and 
South Melbourne or St. 
Kilda and Hakoah etc. are 
one and the same thing, 
what he doesn’t un- 
derstand, though, along 
with tens of thousands of 
fellow soccer fans, is why 
such contrasting in- 
formation can be 
published by responsible 
newspapers. Well, I for 
one don’t understand that 
either. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation, in a bid to 
make the game more 
appealing to the 
Australian public, 
decided a few years back 
to phase out the ethnic 
names. Member clubs 
with ethnic names were 
requested to adopt an 
Australian name, 
preferably in addition to 
their ethnic club name 
with the ultimate goal 
that the ethnic names 
could eventually be 
dropped altogether. In the 
meantime applications 
from new clubs would 
only be considered if the 
club would register a 


suitable Australian name..- 


Clubs in general have 
been co-operating and 
State League teams like 
Ringwood City or Foots- 
cray are today better 
known under their 
suburban names than 
their original 
names, Wilhelmina and 
JUST respectively.

The situation is in fact 
worse when Laurie Sch- 
wab refers to Metro. 
League teams like 
Princes Park as Her- 
cules, Essendon City as 
Triestina, East 
Melbourne as Helvetic 
etc. Some of these ethnic 
names are so ancient that 
not only have the clubs 
dropped them altogether, 
but also the majority of 
soccer followers wouldn’t 
even remember them, or 
at least would be unable 
to associate them. 

Laurie Schwab _ in- 
terested in the progress of 
the game? I sincerely 
hope so. But ifhe is, and if 
he wants to be taken 
serious aS a soccer 
writer, he must see the 
signs of the time and rid 
himself of that childish 
and stubborn persistence 
to refer to outdated ethnic 
names. At present he | 
certainly isn’t doing the 
game a great service.
